The American Federation of Teach- 
ers, in a letter to John T. Scopes, de- 
fendant in the Tennessee anti-evolu- 
tion trial, made public today, asserts 
the public sehool is on trial at Dayton 
and that the “ danger can only be re- 
moved by the final, if not the im- 
mediate, success.’ of the defense con- 
tentions “in behalf of freedom of 
education.” 

A recent convention of the organiza- 
tion, which is affiliated with the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, resolved to 
support Mw Scopes and all others who 
may oppose legislation similar to the 
Tennessee law. 

The letter signed by Secretary F. B. 
Stecher follows in part: 

“Under the proposed plan, state leg- 
islatures are to Usurp the functions of 
educators and scholars. Local boards 
of education are to be the final word, 


giving the reactionary groups who 


would gladly see the end of the free 
public school system and its training

Says Church Has Open 
Mind on Evolution. 


{Chicage Tribune Press Service.] 
Dayton, Tenn., July 11.—[{Special. }— 
Col. P. H. Callahan of Louisville, Ky., 
and Benedict Elder, also of Kentucky, 
secretary of the Catholic Press associa- 
tion of the United States, left Dayton 


last night. 
Col. Callahan stated that he was in 


full accord with Mr. Bryan’s stand and 
that he believed a large number of the 
Catholics of the country shared his 
opinion. 

The fact that Col. Callahan is prom- 
inently connected with many Catholic 
activities, and that at the first session 
of the Dayton trial he sat with coun- 
sel for-the prosecution, led to the 
opinion that American Catholics had 
rallied to the support of Bryan. This 
view was disptited by Michael Wil- 
liams of New York, editor of the Com- 
monweal, a _Wweekly literary review | 


published by the Calvert Associates, a 


Catholic laymen’s organization. 


“I can speak with no official au- 
thority,” said Williams, “ and the same 
is true of Col. Callahan. I feel sure 
that the latter in no way claimed to 
represent the Catholic church officially, 
but because of his personal friendship 
for and sympathy with Mr. Bryan in 
this matter and as a leading Catholic 
prohibitionist, took the stand he did, 
the bearing of which may be exag- 
gerated. The Catholic church, as many 
writers on the subject have pointed 
out, has taken no official] stand as to 
the truth or falsity of the evolution- 
ary theory.

Babies can be_ taught not to wet the 
diaper at 2 weeks of age, but doing so 
requires great patience, To train a baby 
three months old not to'wet the diaper is 
fairly easy. The method given by Wat- 
gon in lecture VI. of his book on “ Be- 
havior” is as follows:

Engineers Ask Right to 
Improve Traffic on 
Bond Roads. 


LOOMINGTON, Ill.—[{Special Cor- 
respondence.]—In order to more 
clearly define the powers of the 
state highway department in 

changing the map of the $60,000,000 
pond issue an appeal has been taken 
te the Supreme court from the finding 
of Judge Norman L. Jones in the Cir- 
eutt court of Cass county, which, in 
gibstance, prohibits the department 
from varying from the original routes 
of the hard roads. 

The controversy is taken up from the 
dity of Virginia, which is situated upon 
ponte 3, between Springfield and Rush- 
ville. This road is completed except 
fora small gap of which Virginia is the 

. A year or more ago the depart- 
ment announced that the original plans 
pad been changed and that the pave 
gent, instead of going through the 
business district of Virginia, would be 


-‘gwung to the north beyond the railroad 


tracks and thus avoid some dangerous 
grade crossings. As soon as the no- 
tification of a change in the route had 
been dec‘ded upon the citizens of Vir- 
ginia procured an injunction to pre- 
vent such a shift, and the case was 
argued in the Circuit court. 
oe 

The ruling of Judge Jones takes issue 
with the various contentions of the de- 
partment, which maintained that traf- 
fic difficulties thrdugh the city made 
another route desirable. 

The court says: “ Roads are intend- 
ed to accommodate traffic and to meet 
the convenience of the people. The de- 
partment is without the right or power 
to locate a road so that it will miss or 
fail to traverse any of the cities and 
towns specifically mentioned in the 
bond issue act. It is equally apparent 
that it was the legislative intention 
that the hard surfaced roads should 
generally conform .to existing high- 
ways. The statute gives no authority, 
other than minor changes, to the de- 
partment. The termini and general 
course were fixed and made definite by 
the legislature, amd the power to 
change either was not vested in the 
department. The change in alignment 
proposed at Virginia is a major change 
and cannot be construed as a ‘ minor.’ 

“If the main thoroughfare, which 
has been a much traveled highway for 
a great many years, is diverted from 
its present course to the north, as pro- 
posed by the department, and taken 
from the built. up and improved sec- 
tion of the town it will destroy values 
far beyond the cost of making a sepa- 

ration of s at the intersection of 


the public highway with the railroad 


tracks. Every one is familiar with the 
blight which comes upon a town when 
a rafiroad projects its right of way 
around it instead of through it.”

A similar case has delayed the com- 
pletion of the Meridian highway, or 
route 2, of the state bond issue through 
Clinton in De Witt county. The de- 
partment sought to divert the road to 
the west edge of Clinton, but business 
men insisted that the road run through 
the center of the city. A compromise 
was finally reached by which the road 
will utilize a residential street, and it 
is now believed that no further difficul- 
ties will be encountered.

The Pot Marigolé. ; 
Any one interested In such a search 
might find it entertaining to hunt down 
the seasoning uses made of the pot 
marigold or calendula, which artists 
and poets of late years have glorified, 
and which seems to bea the same thing 
as the French “soucis.”

Deviations from the normal in the 
grangement or position of the teeth 
or the formation of the dental arches 
js designated ‘by the term “ malocclu- 
gion.” Premature loss, or too long re- 
tention of the baby teeth, and under- 
fevebped jaws, make up the major 
portion of malocclusion cases. If the 
baby teeth are well taken care of there 
is me reason why the permanent ones 
shotld not erupt normaliy. 

In the Bridgeport, Conn., schools it 
was found that out of 6,768 children 
in the first and second grades, 98 per 
cent suffered from malocclusion. As 
these rregular teeth are hard to keep 
clean, they decay much more easily 
than those in proper position. Later 
on, because of the abnormal strain 
causel by the improper locking to- 
gethae of hregular teeth, pyorrhea 
often results. 

Great Care Necessary for Child’s Teeth 

Dr. Kurt H. Thoma of the Harvard 
University Dental school, in his bock, 
“Teeth, Diet, and Health,” has this 
to sayabout the teeth of children from 
two to six years: 

“The greatest progress in growth 
and development of the body is made 
during the period when the child is 
from 2to 6 years. At the age of 2 
when 2ll the deciduous (baby) teeth 
have @upted, the child’s diet should 

contah not only plenty of mineral 
salts, which are needed for bone and 
tooth development, but should tnclude 
hard "oods which require a great deal 
of mistication. 

“ Aget of healthy teeth is necessary 
(or good digestion, and to get all the 
,ourshment out of the food, as well as 
for ¢ local effect of mastication, 
estima of growth, and develop- 

ment of the jaws and teeth. The 
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child’s teeth during thig period should 
be well taken care of; they should be 
brushed after every meal, and food 
which promotes decay should be kept 
away. If cavities form despite the 
best efforts of the parents, they should 
be attended to while small by a den- 
tist. If the child does not masticate 
properly the reason should be found at 
once. /It may be due to the habit of 
bolting the food (bottle fed babies 
should be especially watched), due te 
the fact that the child has received 
nothing but soft foods which did not 
require chewing, or because he has 
been allowed to wash the food down, 
unmasticated, by drinking with each 
bite. 

*“* Most children like to get the mouth 
as full as possible. This is said to be 
due to the fact that the taste buds are 
much more active in a child’s mouth 
and are best satisfied when the mouth 
contains a great deal of food. 

Proper Mastication Important. 

“Teach children to take a small 
mouthful, to masticate it well and 
swallow it before taking more. If the 
child is made to eat hard foods, the 
jaws develop properly and spaces ap- 
pear between all the teeth at the age 
of 6&. This should not disturb parents, 
because it is a normal condition and 
is a sign that the permanent teeth 
will have a chance to erupt normally. 
This spacing provides room for the 
permanent teeth, which at this time 
are already partly formed in the jaws 


and the crowns of which are much 
wider than those of the deciduous 
teeth.”’ 


Dr. Thoma warns mothers against 
supposing that the first permanent 
molar is a deciduous tooth, a mistake 
often made. The first permanent 
molars erupt without a deciduous 
tooth being shed, and because they 
are far back in the mouth, they are 
not easily observed. 

“Tt is a great pity that parents do 
not understand the importance of the 
first permanent molars, which are the 
cornerstones, so to speak, of the second 
dentition. Often they are allowed to 
decay. The first or six year molars, 
so called because they erupt when the 
child is 6, should be carefully watched 
for. They are sometimes poorly cal- 
cified, and we find fissure defects, 
which invite decay just as soon as 
they have penetrated the gum. It is 
important, therefore, to prevent de- 
cay by treatment of such defects, as 
soon as the teeth erupt.” 

* Animals,” Dr. Thoma points out, 
“shed their first teeth while eating: 
They are broken out when biting into 
hard food. In man the process is 
not so simple; and the deciduous teeth 
are sometimes retained too long. 
This, as well as their premature loss, 
causes irregularities in the permanent 
set. The permanent teeth develop in 
the jaws while the baby teeth are 
still functioning. At the age of six 
the crowns of most of the permanent 


on 


teeth are completed, but the roots 
are not entirely formed. As they de 
velop and require more and more 
room, the roots of the baby teeth be 
come absorbed until the surrounding 
bone no longer holds them, and they. 
become loose, If the process ig nor-. 
mal and enough hard food is taken, 
the deciduous teeth will be broken 
during mastication, as in animals. 
“If they are not lost and replaced 
at the right time a dentist should 
be consulted.” | 


Habits to Be Avoided. 

Children sometimes form a habit | 
of masticating on only one side, with | 
the result that the two sides of the’ 
face develop unequally. One cheek | 
becomes larger than the other, with | 
unusual folds and a difference in the 
length of the lips. 


Pernicious habits such as thumb | 
sucking, which results in protrusian of | 
the upper jaw, the use of pacifiers, | 
mouth breathing, and so on, should be 
corrected. If your child has any irreg- | 
ular mouth condition begin corrective | 
treatment early. An orthodontist, or | 
a dentist who understands the princi-| 
pies of orthodontic treatment (regula- 
tion of the teeth) should be consulted. | 
Between the ages of five and eight the 
best results are obtained. When reg- | 
ulation of the teeth is begun late, be- | 
tweéh the ages of twelve and eighteen, | 
a harmonious result cannot always be! 
obtained, the treatment having little | 
effect on the facial development. The | 
result is often that the teeth are too! 
prominent for the size of the face, Dr, | 
Thoma says, making the child appear 
to be “all teeth.”

Along the 
equator there exists a belt of calms, 
called the “ doldrums ”; this belt is the 
mainspring of the great atmospheric 
currents, for here the maximum effect 
of the sun’s heat is felt; the heated air 
is rising and overflowing in the upper 
regions. To take the place of this

| Now these winds are moving over 
a globe rotating on its axis, and a 
curious thing happens to the winds on 
account of this rotation of the earth.

instead. The reason is that the 
passenger tends to keep moving in 
the direction of which he began, but 
the car Is twisting ‘beneath him. 

So it is with the wind which moves 
over the earth’s surface above or be- 
low the equator—the earth’s surface 
is twisting beneath the wind, and thus 
the wind appears to become deflected 
from its original direction relative to 
the surface of the earth. The air 
which surrounds us is, in a word, be 
ing carried along with the revolving 
earth, just as the passenger is being 
carried by the car, but as the wind 
can move independently of the earth 
(or the passenger tndependently of the 
car), change in the direction of the 
latter. produces an apparent change 
in the direction of the former. In 
the northern hemisphere the deflec- 
tion is to the right, and in the south- 
ern hemisphere to the left.

Therefore, the winds moving south- 
ward and northward towards the 
equator become defiected, and are 
found blowing from northeasterly 
and southeasterly directions, respec- 
tively.

Now the 
air that has risen at the equator 
moves out towards north or south 
above the trade winds, and for the 
reason above mentioned its direction 
becomes S.W. or N.W.

In the upper 
air these directions become more near- 
ly westerly. In the southern hem!- 
sphere these winds are so well estab 
lished as to be known as the “ roar- 
ing forties,” but in the northern 
hemisphere they are not so definite 
in direction. This is due to the pre- 
dominance of sea in the southern 
hemisphere, whereas in the northern 
one the land and sea areas are more 
equally divided. 

As already mentioned, land and 
water surfaces behave very different- 
ly under the influence of the sun’s 


heat: land becomes rapidly heated, and 
cools, with great rapidity: water is slow 
both to get heated and to iese its 
acquired heat. In summer we find 
areas of high pressure and low tem- 
perature over the oceans just north 
of the Tropic of Cancer and south of 
the Tropic of Capric®rn, while areas 
of low pressure and high temperature 
exist over the great continents. When 
winter comes the high pressure with 
intense cold is found on the continents,
